Parii, Nor. 29.— When Spain accept- 
ed the United Btatea' offer of $20,000,- 

000 at the point Bosaion of the peace 
commiBsioDs, ebe consented without 
condition to relinquieb Cuba and to 
cede Porto Rico^ Guam and the Philip- 
pine iaiaada. 

The document preaentlng this ac- 
ceptance contained only 300 words. It 
opened with a reference to the final 
terma of the United States and aaid 
ttant tlM Spanlih oommiailoBen, after 
having taken cognlMMe of the terma 
proposed by the Americana, replied 
that their government had tried to give 
as eauitable an anawer as poesible, but 
that thejr were not prepared to com- 
mit their government to the acceptance 
of the principles embodied in the 
American argument. Spain reject.s 
these principles, the note continues, 
"as she always has rejected them." 

HowoTer. the note adda, In her de- 
aire for peace ahe haa gone ao far as 
to propose certain compromises, which 
the Americans have always rejected. 
She has also ntteniptfd. It Is further 
Meerted, to have submitted to arbitra- 
tlOB some of the material particulars 
upon which the two goTernmenta dir 
f ered. These proposals for arbitration 
it la added, the Aaerteaaa had equally 
rejected. 

At the conclusion oC th« tnwslatloD 
the commlssioaeft empowered Seaor 
OJeda. seeretary et the Spanish com 

mission, and Secretary Moore of the 
American commission to draw up artl 
cles which are to embody the relln- 
qiilshmnt of Cuba by Spain and the 
eesslMi «C Port* Rioo and ths Philip 
pines. TIMM articles which may be 
coaaldered as conatltuting the eondi 
tlona of peace, will be ready tor SUb- 
missioa on Wednesday.

Washington. Not. 29.— The officials 
of the state department without hesi 
tatlon accepted as accurate the press 
bulletin from Paris annminclnt that 
the Spanish commissioners had ac 
cepted the American terma. 

Much rMnalBB to be done in ezecu 
tlon of the last Instructions of the aUte 
department before the pea^e treaty It 
telf COD be completed and made ready 
for sisnature. 

The work may be hurried materially 
howerer, should the state department 
I doelde to permit the treatasat of the 
* remaining queatlons to ^ settled in 
separate conventlpna. The Instruc 
tiona to the American ouramissioners 
sent last week were to arrange for a 
renewal of tho denounced trade trea- 
ties %lth Spain, for the ae«niaiUon of 
Ualan, for obtaining conceealona for 
cable connections In other quarters and 
for the procurement of religious toler 
ation in the Carolines. 

ThsM things are not likely to be 
easily disposed of. so It may be that 
the American commissioners will feel 
that they have complied with the spirit 
of their inatructiona If they succeed In 
Including in the peace treaty a provl 
alon binding the Spaniah gorernment 
to negotiate hereafter on those aub 
lects on lines that may be very broad 
ly defined In the peace treaty. 

In this case two or three more ses- 
Biona of ths poaco commisaion should 
sufflce to complete ths work of that 
body. Otherwise, it Is doubtful whether 
the work can be completed before 
Christmas. 

A call at tho sUte department of the 
German charge d'aflCalres, Count Von 
Sternberg, gavo rias to a rumor that 
he had come to make repressaUtions 
to the department respecting certain 
rlghta claimed by Germany In the Sulu 
ialanda. Whether this Is true or not 
could not be asoerUlned. The depart 
meat, however, has not fslled to taks 
notice of certain Indirect and euepi 
clous attempts to alienate the Sulu is 
lands from the rest of the PbilipplQMi 
and has been forehanded in the matter 

It was rseognlssd that attempta 
might be expected to be made by na 
tlona that were not party to tho war ta 



secure advantages to which they had 
not the slig test equitable claim. Japan 
wao a notable sufferer from this sort of 
treatment. 

Accordingly, when the administra- 
tion decldeu to acquire the Philippines 
the American commissioners were ape- 
ciaJly charged to define the limits of 
the grcup, so as to leave no room for 
misconception on this point, nor for 
the settlnr up of claims to Islands 
whose Inclusion in the groups might 
be regarded as doubtful. To reduce 
the Amoilc?«i ctaia) u> the cleaiesl pos- 
sible outlines resort waa had to the 
definitions of tho boandarlso ot the 
PhliippiBS group by gsographleal 
lines. Ther* was reason for this, for 
al « very esrly stage la the war. Spain 
probably with a foreboding of wh;»t 
the outcome was to be, sought to sep- 
arate the important Visayas group 
from the remainder of ths Philippines 
by a decree, and Information waa 
quickly conveyed to the state depart- 
ment to the effect that a certain Euro- 
pean power was engaged In an effort 
to obtain, through an agreement with 
Spain, the important Island of Pala- 
wan, lying to the southwest of the 
Philippine group, and commanding an 
important position in the trade be- 
tween China and Australia. 

Mr. StMd't Viawii. 

Paris, Not. 29.— As to the general 
sentiment, Mr. William T. Stead, who 
has just returned here from a tour of 
Franco, Belgium, Germany, Russia 
Austria, Turkey and Italy, and who 
has seen the highest politicians In ei^h 
country, and In some cases their rul 
era, said: "Tho immense majority of 
Europeans are. of course, absolutely 
Ignorant of what haa happened. In 
tent upon thsir dally toll, thsy neither 
know nor care what occurs In the oth 
er hemisphere. But Europeans wao 
read the news papers are able to form 
what may be called 'public opinion' in 
the Old World. They are practically 
unanimous on the matter. Outaide of 
England I have not met n slngls non 
American who was no» opposed to the 
expansion of America. Kor through 
my whole tour of Europe have I met 
Europeans who did not receive the 
protestations of the genuine sincerity 
with which the Americans entered 
upon the war with more or less mock 
incredulity." Mr. Stead reports that 
the bitterest hostility of all was found

Washington, Nov. 20.— The navy de- 
partment has published the "views of 
Admiral Cervera regarding tho Span- 
iah navy in tho lata war." 

The letters are 'dated from beforo the 
war up to May 6. They were written 
by Cervera In protest against Spain 
rushing Into war in the face of certain 
defeat, due to the naval strength of 
ths United States and tho unprspared- 
ness of the Spanish navy. Csrvsra 
wrote aa follows: 

"I ask myself if it is right for ms 
to keep silent and thereby make my- 
self an accomplice in adventures which 
will sursly cause the toUl ruin of 
Spain. And for what purpose— to ds 
fend an island which was ours, but bo 
longs to us no more, because even if 
we should not lose It by right In the 
war, we have lost It in fact, and with 
it all wealth and an enormous num- 
ber of young men, victims of the cli 
mate and bullets, in the defense of 
what Is now no more than a romantic 
ideal. Furthermore, I bf lli ve that this 
opinion of mine should be known to 
the qnssn and by the whole council of 
ministers. I have deemed It my duty 
to express my opinions to the proper 
authorities clearly and without beating 
about the bush. Now let orders be 
given to me; I will carry them out 
with onsrgy and dodslon; I am ready 
for ths worst." 

Cervera sdds that Spain had neg 
lected her navy, and It waa Imprudent 
for her to attempt war against a super 
lor naval power. And then he predicts 
that a conflict would be diaastrous to 
Spain. Hs says thst the eight prlnci 
pal vessels of the Havana station are 
worn out and that taking things as 
they arc the Spanish naval force, com- 
pared with that of the United States, 
la in the proportion of one to three. 
In anch conditions a enmpaign, he 
writes, would bo disastrous ovsn If not 
an offensive one. 

The admiral points to the futility o( 
attempting to blockade the United 
States ports and asks bow the Spaniah 
navy would repair even ahoald they 
win a great victory without resources 
He says: "It would be foolish to deny 
that what we may reasouabiy expect 
is defeat, which may be glorioua, but 
all the same, dsfsat which would cause 
us to lose the Island In ths worst pos- 
aibls manner. Only In esse we could 
count on some powerful ally could we 
aspire to obtain a satisfactory result.' 

The admiral refera to the Spanish 
Pacific force as not able to afford sven 
a shadow of reslstanes to tho American 
naval force. Further on he speaks ot 
the war as at last in sight and laments 
me Incomplete state of the Spanish 
vessels. But after all, he says that he 
ia glad the end is coming and is pre- 
pared to do his duty. Hs speaks ot the 
surprise and astonishment experienced 
by all of the officers of his squadron 
on receiving orders from Spain to sail 
from Cape Verde for Cuba, inasmuch 
as they hsd united in pointing out tha 
condition ot tho ships. Says the ad- 
miral: "With an easy ooenelenee I go 
to the sacrlflce, but I cannot under- 
stand that decision of the navy gen- 
eral ollicers against my opinions." 

JUDGE DELLEN BAUGH

Eenator Quay and others, charged 

or.pplracy In the misuse of the mono; 
Of the aUte on depoelt in the PeopU't 
bank, came up la ths court of quarter 
sssslons, Judge Flnletter presiding. 

The defendants were not in court, 
their Interests being loo'xed after by 
Attorneys Rufua E. Shspley and A. S. 
L. Shields. Attorney Shapley flled de- 
murrers to four ot the five indlctmenu 
tonnd atalnst tho dsfsndanu by ths 
Crand Jury, and alao flled a motion to 
quash the fifth indictment. 

Argument on these demurrers was 
proceeded with by Mr. Shapley. In a 
general way the objections to the in- 
dictments were based on contentions 
of Insufldent spsdfleatlons, complete 
failure to charge any unlawful act and 
an absence of allegation that the de- 
fendants unlawfully obtained any mon- 
ey, either from the bank or from any 
Other soaree. 

If ths dsfsndanta did, as the indict- 
ments chsrge. purchsse sto^s and 
bonds through Cashier Hopkins, as 
agent. Mr. Shapley claimed that no 
unlawful act had been committed. Hp 
claimed that banka every day act as 
purehassrs for tiislr depositors or tnih 
tomers. 

He argued that all moneys deposited 
in a hank go Into the general fund of 
the bank, and that therefore the In- 
dictments are defective In charging 
misuse of state funds obtained from 
ths People's bank.

New York, Nov. 2(5.— The War Investi- 
gation Commission to-day completed the 
work in this city, and to-night left for 
Boston. At the afternoon aeaalon Captain 
Howell read a letter addressed to the 
commission by Robert J. Roosevelt, Sec- 
retary of the Oommittae of the Society 
for the Protaotion of Soldian. Itwai ra* 
cei ved and filed. In part th* Itttar r(Md 
as follows : 

"I have noticed in the morning praaa 
that one of your membera oritlciaea tba 
witnesses who have teaUfled at tha 
queat of the committee formed in thia 
city to protect the soldiers, for the reason 
that, while establishing the fact that 
much groundless and inexonaable suffer- 
ing was inflicted on the army, they do 
not fix the responsibility nor show who 
la to blame. If the views of your com- 
mission are correctly reported, there 
seems to be a raisnndeiatanding between 

us. We supposed that all the witnesses 
had to do was to prove the facts, and 
that the oommlseion woold fix the re- 
sponsibility— indeed, was appointed for 
the express purpose of fixing the re- 
sponsibility. 

"The heroic boys may forget their suf- 
ferings ; may even refuse to testify to 
them, but their mothers will not and 
their fathers will not Nor will it do to 
take refuge behind the errors of the Oivil 
War. 

"There was no intentional cruelty, such 
as seems to have so often prevailed in 

thi.s war. The eick men were not starved ; 
they were treated with all possible atten- 
tion and kindneas. Water was not aold 
to fever-racked sufTtirera at 10 cents a 
glass ; food was not sold to starving men 
at 25 centa for a aandwich, and dainties 
for the dying men were not eaten by the 
oilicera. But suppose matters had been 
a thousand times woraa in the Civil War ; 
would that be any raaaon now that our 
men should be sent with arma out of 
date, that there should be no ambulances, 
no pack trains or transportation to carry 
food to the front ; not half sufficient medi« 
cines, nor doctors ; no proper hospital, 
and that men with freshly treated 
wounds ahonid be left to lie in tha mud 
on a blanket if (hey had one— without if 
they had none— nor even why mid-winter 
underclothing should be sent to Cuba 
and mid-summer gania nnderahirta to 

Motitauk.? 

"The uncomplaining endurance of our 
men has simply been heroic. They bore 
wounds, sickness, privations, to death 
even, without a word. It was only neg- 
lect, starvation, in fact, and abuaea in the 
hospitals which called forth lettera, and 
those only home to their families ; letters 
which were sent to me by broken-hearted 
mothers in pltifhl appealil to try to help 
their sons. I wish your commission 
could have read them, but as many of 
them ware tranamittad to ma confident 
tially I cannot even quote from them. 

' The witnesses have established mon- 
strous incapacity. That thay have not 
full confidence in the power of your com- 
mission, no matter how good its will, to 
meet all the requirements the public de- 
mands of it is only echoing your own 
doubts, but in spite of that thay seem to 
have done their share, and it would seem 
that it only remains for you to do your 
hest even if that beat is not qolta aatif- 
factory to yourselves. If done in good 
faith it will teach the soldiers that at 
least there is a power which waa honeatly 
endeavoring to do them justice. 

"Vou can direct your inquiries in the 
first place to the food anpply. Find out 
who gets the dificrence between the lib- 
eral rations allowed by the Government 
and the meager hard tack, bacon and 
green coflea served to the sdldiera. The 
witnesses are the books and tha rolla in 
the public departments, tO wfaloh JOU 
have full access. 

"We have furnished you the facts, 
sliown you brutality, cruelty, iie;,'k"i't, in- 
diflerence; how men whom the (ioveru- 
iuent was under every obligation lo pro- 
tect and especially because they had a 
right to rely on such protection, were 
starved even in the land of plenty ; were 
uncared for when sick, left without at-

APPBLL\TE COURTS OPINION. 



Syllaltns of .IiuIrp Biirnam's Decisian lie- 
versiuf; tbe Kenton Circuit Court 
In the HoodiDK Dlvaiee 
Salt. 




In reversing the judgment of the Ken- 
ton Circuit Court in above case Judge 
Biirnain, of the Appellate Court, said in 
part : 

"There has been no fixed rule laid 
down In this State for determining the 
ainoiiiit of alimony which ehonid bt^ al- 
lowed, but it seems plain, from the agreed 
facta as to appellant's financial oondltion, 
that- if he is conipelleil to pay the copt of 
this proceeding and |75 per mouth ali- 
mony, and for the maintenance of the in- 
fant, in addition to his other pecnniary 
burdens, he will have nothing left from 
bis income for his own anpport or that of 
others dependent upon him, and that be 
will aodn be a bankntpt. The allowance 
made ia excessive. It would be better 
for both appellant and appellee if a lump 
anm eonld be awarded to appellee la fall 
settlementof her claim for .alimony. Ap- 
pellant would then know precisely what 
be bad to pay, and appellee would be re- 
Iieve<l from the financial vicissitudes 
which are likely to overtake appellant. 
But in the entire absence of proof as to 
appellee's age and ezpeotallon of lite, 
such a sum can not be intelligently de- 
termined. For the i>re8eut the allow- 
ance to her should be tixed at $325, and 
tbe additional snm of $175 per annum, to 
be paid iiiiarterly, for maintenance and 
education of the infant, and final judg- 
ment afaould reeerve tbe right te change 
or alter these amounts as the future situ- 
ation of the parties and their interests re- 
qttiie."
